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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
To the Citizens of Belknap County: 

In compliance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the commissioners of Belknap County 
herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the 
Farm and House of Correction, Clerk of Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain 
and Auditors for the year ending, December 31, 
1928. 

Applications for aid have been: more numerous 
than for the past few years, the principle reasons 
given being lack of employment. As soon as busi- 
mess becomes normal, such cases should be eliminat- 
ed, making a saving of several thousands of dollars, 
and a much smaller county appropriation. 

The trend is for better living conditions for de- 
pendent children and much attention is being paid to 
giving them a fair start in life. The expense for the 
eare of such children falls mostly upon the county, 
although probably none of the public money spent 
for charitable work brings better returns. The cost 
of this branch of work is steadily rising. 

Several acres of sprout land have been cleared at 
the county farm by the inmates of the Jail and House 
ef Correction, supplying a small part of the addition- 
al tillable land needed by the farm. 

The farm crops have been good, with the except- 
fon of apples and potatoes, the latter rotting badly 
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and making necessary the purchase of several hund- 
red bushels. — 

As there is very little sale for hay, the only profit- 
able method of disposal of itis to keep a_ sufficient 
number of cattle to consume all the farm produces. 
This means more barn room, as the present one is al- 
ready overcrowded. 

The cost of maintenance per inmate has been less 
than for a number of years, made possible by grow- 
ine large crops at a very low cost. 

The boilers at the Courthouse have been retubed 
and put in first class condition. 

Sunday services have been held at the farm by the 
Rev. Rodney W. Roundy and the Rev. Charles S. 
Lacroix. 

Frequent entertainments have been given at the 
farm by various social organizations for the amuse- 
ment of the inmates. A Christmas celebration and 
tree were held as usual, the program being made 
particularly pleasing, as Santa Claus was present in 
the person of Mr. Charles J. Noakes. This celebra- 
tion is especially looked forward to throughout the 
year by the inmates, with great anticipation. 

We wish to thank all persons and organizations 
who have helped in any way to bring pleasure and 
happiness to the inmates.
